LUETGERT’s SENIOR ATTORNEY NO- 
TIFIES HIS CLIENT. 


Clamor of the Alleged Wife Murderer 
to Take the Stand in the Second 
Trial and Pressure of the Lawyer's 
Civil Business the Causes—-Phalen 
Will Probably Be Aided by Some 
Young Barrister—Deneen Estimates 
the Expenses, 


Adolph L. Luetgert’s chief counsel has re- 
fused positively to assist in another trial. 
The declaration was brought to the County 
Jail from Attorney William A. Vincent yes- 
terday afternoon, and Luetgert will now 
cast about for another lawyer either to 
take charge of the case or to assist Attorney 
Phalen during his second trial. Luetgert de- 
clared last night that he had no hope of se- 
curing a high priced lawyer. 

The sausagemaker’s determination to go 
on the witness-stand during his approaching 
trial, and his desire to introduce evidence 
which Attorney Vincent insisted should be 
kept out, are given as the principal reasons 
for the latter’s withdrawal from the case. 
The letter which Luetgert received gave as 
a chief reason that the Luetgert issue was 
interfering with Attorney Vincent's civil 
practice. 

Interview in the Jail. 

The réal reason came out in a hot inter- 
view between Luetgert and his chief coun- 
sel several days ago. Luetgert sent for At- 
torney Vincent to find out how much time 
he could devote to the case and still attend 
to his civil business; and the latter begged 
Luetgert to let him out altogether. 

J won't leave you in a hole, Luetgert,“ 
Attorney Vincent said, but I want to get 
out of the case, and wish you would look 
up another attorney.“ 

Luetgert lost his temper and began to 
abuse his counsel. 

could have said as much in three hours 
asyou argued in three days,“ he said, just 
before Attorney Vincent left. If you had 
let me go on the witness stand, as I wanted 
to, I'd be out of here now. Lou are to blame 
for my being here.“ 

Then the sausagemaker recovered his 
temper and begged his counsel not to go 
back on him. 


Vincent Out for Good. 

Attorney Vincent, when asked, acknow!l- 
edged that his final declaration had been 
sent to Luetgert. 

“I didn’t intend it should get out till I had 
Luetgert's reply,“ said he, but now that it 
is out I shall have to say it is true. I feel 
that I have discharged my obligations to 
Luetgert and I cannot allow my own affairs 
to go neglected any longer. It is simply a 
difference of opinion between Luetgert and 
myself about his going on the stand and 
business pressure oh my part. According to 
legal ethics I am not out of the case till 
Luetgert releases me, I suppose, but I shall 
insist on a release, and to all intents and 
purposes I am through with it.“ 

Luetgert gave out one paragraph of At- 
torney Vincent's letter, but refused to say 
anything about the differences between him- 
self and his counsel. The r of the 
letter read:

„ have several lawyers in view.,“ — 
Luetgert, after silently reading over the 
letter, but I can’t give out their names 
till 1 learn something definite. They will 
have to be cheap lawyers, for Luetgert is a 
cheap man now—hasn’t got a cent vou 
know. I'm pretty well satisfied with At- 
torney Phalen, anyhow.“ 

Mr. Phalen was not as reticent as was 
Luetgert and Attorney Vincent. He was at 
the State's Attorney’s office during the aft- 
ernoon arranging for a conference to set the 
date of the second trial, and did not hesi- 
tate to talk about his colleague’s with- 
drawal. 


Phalen Wants a Young Attorney. 


„ have had a talk with Luetgert, and we 
have agreed that I shall associate with me 
some bright, active, young lawyer, and we 
will soon be ready to proceed with the case. 
I think that with the assistance of an active 
young lawyer I can present as good a defense 
as any other attorney can. 

On Thursday morning I shal meet State's 
Attorney Deneen, and we will try and agree 
on a date for the trial. It ought not to re- 
quire more than four weeks. We shall cut 
out much of the useless evidence that crept 
into the ‘case during the first trial, and the 
expert evidence will be reduced somewhat. 

I am not fully advised as to Mr. Vincent's 


reasons for withdrawing from the case, but 


I imagine that business reasons caused it. 
In fact, it has come to me that his private 
business has suffered because of neglect dur- 
ing his connection with the case. I believe 
it was a sense of duty to his clientage that 
made him withdraw.“ 


Deneen Gives His Estimate. 

State’s Attorney Deneen appeared before 
the County board during the day and gave 
his estimate for the cost of the new trial. 
He said there would have to be some expert 
testimony and a few out-of-town witnesses, 
but the second trial would cost a great deal 
less than the first. It is costing the county 
$100 a week for the care of the prosecu- 
tlon's witnesses.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—[{Special.}—It 
Was learned at the State department this 
afternoon that Charles Page Bryan of Chi- 
cago has been determined upon as the suc- 
cessor of Minister Charles Denby, who now 
represents Uncle Sam at Pekin, China. This 
is considered one of the best billets in the dip- 
lomatic service, ranking next in importance 
to the embassies to Great Britain, France, 
Germany, and Italy. As Minister to China 
Mr. Bryan will recelve a salary of $1,000 per 
month, and he will also be entitled to affix to 
his name the high-sounding titles of ‘‘ Envoy

He was appointed from Indiana, although 
born in Virginia, and has proven a capable 
and efficient member of the diplomatic 
service. 

Washingtonians are interested in Mr. Bryan 
almost as much as Chicagoans, for his 
father, ‘Thomas B. Bryan, was one of the 
board of three commissioners who held the 
destinies of the District of Columbia in 
their keeping. When he was commissioner 
of the district, Mr. Bryan lived on High- 
land terrace, near Thomas circle, among his 
neighbors being ex-Minister Thomas F. 
Bayard and the German Ambassador, who 
lived only a few doors away. 

— 

There are six places in the diplomatic 
service which pay as well as the post to 
which Mr. Bryan will be assigned, the list 
comprising Austria-Hungary, Brazil, China, 
Italy, Japan, and Spain. Although Italy has 
an Ambassador accredited to Rome, he does 
not receive any more salary than the United 
States Minister to China and there are the 
same number of attachés at Peking as at 
Rome. 


Charles Page Bryan is the only son of 
Thomas B. Bryan. and was born in Chicago 
at the old family homestead, Monroe street 
and Michigan avenue. 
6 months old the family removed to Elm- 
hurst, and there young Bryan spent his boy- 
hood, It is his present home. “He completed 
his education at the University of Virginia 
and the Columbian Law School; and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in Washington, D. C., in 
1878. Soon ‘aftérward he went to Colorado 
and became the editor of the Denver Inter- 
Ocean and the Colorado Mining Gazette. 
He also was chosen, in 1884, President of the 
Colorado Editorial association. 

In 1881 Mr. Bryan was elected to the Colo- 
rado Legislature, and was the youngest 
member and newest resident of the State 
in that body. As the 
Clear Creek be rapidly pushed to the front, 
and was the right hand man of Speaker Doe 
in the famous fight on the Kearney over- 
charge bill, a measure which excited the 
greatest interest throughout the State. It 
was during the debate over this bill that 
Colonel Bryan was referred to by the 
Georgetown (Colo.) Courier as the Plumed 
Knight af the Rockies.“ 

That was too much for the Colonel, and he 
soon afterwards returned to IHinois, al- 
though the Colorado papers of that date 


were diready naming him for everything 


from-Sheriff of Clear Creek to Governor of 
the State. 

As soon after his return to his native State 
as he was eligible he was elected to the 
General Assembly of Illinois from the Kane- 
Du Page district. He began his legislative 
career in Illinois in 1890 and has served 
continuously since then. 

Colonel Bryan entered the First Regiment, 
Illinois National Guard, when a boy, and 


has ever since kept up his connection with 


the State militia. He has served as aid-de- 
camp on the staff of four different Gover- 
nors. In 1890 Colonel Bryan made a tour 


of France, Germany, and Scandinavia in 


the interest of the Columbian Exposition. 
He made another tour in Europe in 1392 
as Secretary of thé commission of which his 
father was President.

CANT WORK CHINESE 


Governor Tanner Gives His 
Word to the Miners. - 


WILL INVOKE THE LAW. 


Strikers May Enjoin the Employ- 
ment of Cooly Labor. 


QUARTERS FOR CELESTIALS. 


Braidwood, III., Nov. 9.—[{Special.)}—W. D. 
Ryan, State Secretary of the Illinois Miners’ 
union, received a telegram from his rep- 
resentative in Springfield tonight, stating 
Governor Tanner had given his pledge to for- 
bid the General Wilmington Coal company 
to bring Chinese miners here to break the 
strike. The telegram states: 

Governor Tanner says he will not per- 
mit any coal company to import Chinamen 

Iilinois from Wyoming or any other State 
the purpose of taking the place of strik- 
ers. 4 

Secretary Ryan read the telegram to a 
meeting of local strikers at 9 o’clock tonight, 
and the wildest excitement followed. The 
strikers threw their hats in the air and 
cheered. They are happy, and confident of 
winning the strike. The news was tele- 
phoned to all the nearby towns which could 
be reached by wire, and men on foot and 
horseback assisted in spreading the intel 
ligence to the most remote limits of the 
Braidwood district, and, according to re- 
port, there is a general rejoicing among the 
mining towns over the Governor’s decision. 

At 6 o’clock tonight the whistle on the 
shaft-house at the Braceville mine, which 
has been silent for six months, blew the 
signal for the night force of men to go to 
work, and a small number of men went down 
the shaft to clean up the mins and make 
ready for the army of nearly 500 men who 
will return to work before daylight in the 
morning at the highest-wages paid in the 
mine for more than ten yéars. Themen say 
they have won a great victory. 


May Enjoin the Chinamen. 
The striking miners of this section of the 
State are considering a proposition to apply 
for an injunction restraining the General 
Wilmington Coal company from importing 
Chinese to take the places of 800 strikers at 
Action in the matter will de-

W. D. Ryan, State Secretary of the Miners’ 
union, was in Springfield yesterday for the 
double purpose of making a formal protest 
to Governom Tanner and seeking legal ad- 
vice on the proposition to apply for an in- 
junction.

Predictions of bloodshed are freely made 
by all classes of citizens in case the Chinese 
are allowed to land here. The miners make 
open threats. The Italians, who are largely 
in the majority, are in an ugly mood, and it 
is authoritatively stated today that a plan 
of attack has been decided upon in a secret 
meeting held early this morning, at which 
English speaking miners were barred. 


Quarters for the Chinese. 


In the meantime the company is making 
elaborate preparations for the reception and 
care of the Chinese. One hundred and fifty 
feet of the eight-foot stockade around the 
Star mine, No. 2 shaft house, at Carbon Hull, 
was completed yesterday and work was kept 
up on the construction from daylight until 
dark. Post holes have been dug clear around 
the shaft house and near vicinity, inclosing 
a space of about ten acres. Twenty small 
white cottagés, owned by the company, have 
been moved within the proposed inclosure 
from all parts of the town, and carpenters 
will be put to work today to repair the 
houses and fit them with stationary bunks. 
A carload of brick and lime in barrels was 
delivered yesterday to repair chimneys and 
plaster. 

Many of the miners still maintain that all 
this work is but a bluff, and that the Chinese 
will not come, even though the strike lasts 
all winter. All others believe that they may 
come at any time, and every incoming train 
is closely watched for pig talls.“ Shcriff 

Scroder of Morris, Grundy County, 
swore in 125 Deputy Sheriffs yesterday and 
today, and notices have been posted asking 
for more volunteers. 

In the face of all these oreparations the 
company officials declare that no Chinese 
have been contracted for and that none will 
arrive here this week. They still assert, 
however, that unless the strike is settled 
this week the first consignment of coolies 
will be on the way from Wyomirg — ten 
days. 

At Carbon Hill, which has been . 
tened Hongkong by the strikers, a 
miners’ meeting was held this morning for 
the purpose of electing delegates to the 
miners’ State convention at Streator to- 
morrow. The Italians packed the meeting 
and voted solidly against sending delegates. 
They also served notice on the Pnglish- 
speaking miners that if delegates were sent 
the Italiags would cut their hearts out as 
soon as they returned to the town. Not- 
withstanding the threat, the English-speak- 
ing element at once convened another meet- 
ing and selected two delegates, who will at- 
tend the convention. 

The Italians declare they will march to 
Braceville and force the men there to quit 
work. The Braceville men settled on a basis 
of 77% cents a ton, which is an advance of 10 
cents, The company also agrees to cancel

HUMAN RIGHTS IN RHODESIA. 


Harstsell, the Missionary, and Stan- 
ley, the Explorer, Claim That Civ- | 


iligation Is Progressing. 


Buluwayo, Matabeleland, Nov. 9.—At a 
banquet’ held here last night the Rev. Joseph 
C. Harstsell of Cincinnati, O., Methodist 
Episcopal Bishop for West Africa, referring 
to the charges made in the Radical newspa- 
pers of London concerning the ill-treatment 
of. the natives by the Rhodesians, said the 
rights of men along the Thames would be 
insecure unless those of the poorest natives 
of Affica were safeguarded.

MASSACRE OF A SIKH COMPANY. 


Thirty-six Men Belonging to the Kur- 
ram Column Are Slaughtered 
by Insurgents. — 


Simla, Nov. 9.—The report that a native 
officer and thirty- five Sikhs belonging to 
the Kurram column had been intercepted 
by tribesmen in a ravine and slaughtered 
is officially confirmed. 

They were assisting in a reconnaisance 
up the Kurmana River. Taking a short cut 
down hill they came to a ravine where the 
grass of the jungle was burning. The flames 
spread so rapidly as to completely cut off 


their retreat; and the tribesmen, seeing 


their predicament, swarmed on the higher 
‘gtound, hurled: down rocks upon them, and 

sed around the men until the whole thir- 
ty-six were shot or Gut down, The Sikhs 
fought heroically until the very last, their 
officer killing two rebel chiefs with his own 
hands before he fell.

World.]—Colonial Secretary Joseph Cham- 
berlain, speaking yesterday as a guest of the 
Glasgow corporation, dealt at length with 
the recent Mayoralty contest in New York. 
Speaking of the possibility of municipal in- 
stitutions in this country deteriorating he 
said: “‘ Il.am sometimes inclined to put this 
question, When we think of the result of an 
election to local institutions on the other 
side of the water, where in the greatest 
city of the United States, full of educated, 
cultivated, patriotic people, we find, accord- 
ing to American evidence, the government 
of nearly 2,000,000 of people handed over for 
four years to an institution whose object 
is avowedly to get the greatest amount of 
spoils, is it worth inquiring whether such a 
possibility exists in regard to our in u- 
tions? What are the principles we ust 
hold if we desire to avoid such a result? 


Seeking the Explanation. 


“The explanations given do not seem to 
me altogether satisfactory. It is said in 
New York there is a mixed population, but 
that is not sufficient to account for the state 
of things we are considering. Many of these 


opening its arms with so much generosity 
and welcoming to the franchise, perhaps a 
little before they are prepared for it, are not 
at all likely to lend themselves to anything 
in the nature of corrupt administration. The 
Germans, especially in many of our large 
towns of mixed population, do not justify 
us in coming to the conclusion that that is 
the cause of the great difficulty. Politics do 
not enter’in the usual sense into municipal 
elections in any American eity. This last 
election was conducted by independent polit- 
ical organizations existing outside of the 
regular parties in the State. 


Source of Weakness. 


“TI believe the whole source of weakness 
lies in the system of administration rather 
than anything connected with outside polit- 
ical considerations, and also in a public 
opinion which tolerates the system of ad- 
ministration. I believe the success of our 
system here and the failure of the American 
system are to be found in the different ways 
in which we trust officials. Now, by offi- 
clals I mean everybody employed by the 
corporation. There are, in the first place, 
as high officials in the great municipalities 
of England and Scotland intrusted with the 
management of departments ‘hs in the con- 
trol of great manufacturing concerns or 
complicated systems of finance. They must 
be men of special capacity and ability, or 
else there will be inefficient administration 
and great waste of money.

The proclamation of this monetary po- 
sition will quicken our commerce, increase 
foreign investments, and make permanent 
and prosperous conditions which have be- 
gun to manifest themselves in our country. 
We invite the friends of sound money 
and all who would contribute to the well 
being and safety of our commercial life to 
join in bringing about the unmistakable 
declaration that now and henceforth the 
monetary system of the United States shall

I agree 

a corporation should behave as well as the 

most liberal private employers—not one whit 

better—because if it does behave better it 

creates a privileged class of workmen to 

whom the public office is itself a distinct 

advantage, creating temptation to which 

certain American municipalities have fallen 

a victim. 


Rewards for Political Service. 


“If you make these privileged posts a re- 
ward of political service the man who gets 
a post of this kind thinks he has done all 
that ought to be expected of him, and the 
last thing he expects to do is to give fair 
value for the money he receives. There 
naturally arises a demand for such places, 
and, as the number of political’ posts will 
never equal the demand, the next thing ig 
to put in two men to do the work of one. 
Now, if you consider for a moment the et- 
fect of this, yon will find, I firmly believe, 
the whole secret of the failure of American 
local institutions. You will see that if we 
are ever so foolish as to abandon the busi- 
nessiike, honorable systemi upon which our 
public work is now conducted we may fall 
at last as low as our cousins unfortunately 
have done.“ 

These criticisms on the local concerns of 
a foreign state by a Cabinet Minister are 
considered in political circles as a serious 
indiscretion. The speech has provoked 
much comment, the general burden of which 


is the glorification of British municipal in- 
stitutions.

LURES HIM TO DEATH. 


After the Murder Helps Dismem- 
ber the Body. 


SAYS THORN IS GUILTY. 


New York, Nov. 9.—Emanue!l Friend, coun- 
sel for Mrs. Augusta Nack. was at the Har- 
lem Qpera-House tonight. It was noticed 
when he came into the lobby that ho ap- 
peared nervous and excited. His extreme 
nervousness caused some comment and he 
remarked casually that he had just come 
from a long interview with his client, Mrs. 
Nack. He sat half the play through and on 
coming out said: 

Mrs. Nack has confessed. That is all 1 
can say. She has confessed and will go on 
the stand tomorrow against Thorn. I can- 
not talk about the matter any further. I 
have made a solemn promise of secrecy. 
There is no use of trying to see me later— 
there is no use trying to see any one else. 
Even Mr. Howe does not know. The few 
others who do know are pledged to secrecy, 
as I am. I shall go home, disconnect my 
telephone, and refuse to see any one or 
answer any questions. 

“Mrs. Nack has made a full confession— 
that’s all I can say.“ 

Mrs. Nack until yesterday had not uttered 
a word that would incriminate her. She had 
withstood the efforts made by the police to 
extort from her an admission that she had 
killed William Guldensuppe or that she had 
planned his death and lured him to Wood- 
side, L. I., where Martin Thorn actually did 
the shooting. 

The woman had been subjected to the 
thirty-third degree by the police—to every 
known method of torment: She had been 
confronted with the horrid masses of flesh; 
she had been coaxed, wheedled, and threat- 
ened. The promise of life had been held out 
to her as a reward for a few words that 
would surely result in Thorn’s execution. 
She had remained firm during her imprison- 
ment at police headquarters. At all hours 
of the day and night she had been besieged, 
but she had kept her own counsel. 


Details of the Confession. 


The story tifft Mrs. Nack has told and that 
she will be called upon to repeat to the jury 
is full of dramatic interest. She has de- 
scribed at great length her life with Gulden- 
suppe in the little flat in Ninth avenue, near 
Thirty-fourth street. She quarreled with 
him frequently after THörn appeared upon 
the scene. Guldensuppe was violent, and to 
rid themselves of him she and Thorn de- 
termined to kill him. She induced him to go 
to Woodside to inspect a cottage which she 
had hired, as she told him, to conduct her 
business as midwife. She sent him up-stairs 
alone, and when she heard shots she knew 
that Thorn had carried out his promise. 

The greatest difficulty was to obliterate the 
traces of murder. The only plan that ap- 
peared safe and sure was to cut the remains 
into fragments, small enough to be carted 
away without suspicion. When the pack- 
ages had been prepared Mrs. Nack and 
Thorn hired a surrey in this city and drove 
to Woodside. They threw some of their 
bundles into the East River, but were then 
frightened by the approach of deckhands on 
the ferryboat and they drove on until they 
found an unfrequented spot to leave what 
remained. The discovery of the body was 
followed within a few days by her arrest. 

Attorneys Are Doubtful. 

Regarding the alleged confession of Mrs. 
Nack a local paper will print the following 
interviews: 

District Attorney Rosalsky said: I left 
Mr. Youngs only ten minutes ago, and Mr. 
Youngs knew nothing of the confession. I 
do not know how Mrs. Nack could have 
made the alleged confession. I have heard 
nothing about it from any source. We are 
able to convict both Thorn and Mrs. Nack. 
We can do so beyond a doubt. However, if 
she has made the confession it may have 
been to Mr. Emanuel Friend. We are going 
on in the morning to prove our case in the 
usual Way.“ 

William F. Howe, senior counsel for Mar- 
tin. Thorn, said at the Park Avenue Hotel 
tonight: ‘‘ This is atrocious. I had the 
most perfect defense ever presented in a 
y I am utterly at a loss to understand 


evidence against Mrs. Nack would have 
sanctioned her making a so-called confes- 
sion, for, assuming that her story be true, 
which I deny in so far as it may implicate 
Thorn, if it does in any way, there was no 
evidence in the possession of the District 
Attorney to show that Mrs. Nack was any- 
thing more than an accessory after the fact 
if Guidensuppe was killed in the way at- 
tributed.“ 

Sheriff Doht says he knows nothing of any 
confession made by Mrs. Nack. He stated, 
however, that Mr. Friend was closeted with 
Mrs. Nack for a long time this evening. 

The trial of Martin Thorn for the alleged 
murder of William Guldensuppe began in 
earnest this morning. Yesterday the jury 
was secured and at 10 o’clock today District 
Attorney W. J. Youngs began his address. 
Thorn, clean shaven and well groomed, sat 
with unmoved countenance as the prosecut- 
ing attorney outlined his case. When he had 
concluded the taking of testimony began. 

It is expected that the greater part of the 
testimony tomorrow will be that of an- 
atomical experts, who will be produced by 
the people to prove that the parts belonged 
to the same body, and aiso, if possible, to 
prove the cause of death. 


State Explains Its Case. 


District Attorney Youngs opened the 
State's case, outlining the case to be made 
by the prosecution. Mr. Youngs cccupied 
thirty-five minutes in his opening address 
and during the entire time Thorn kept his 
eyes fixed steadily on the prosecutor, but his 
face did not wien we slightest emotion. 

Lawyer Howe uested the court to ex- 
clude all the witnesses in the case from the 
court-room, with the exception of the medi- 
cal experts. The court so ordered and the 
witnesses were conducted to the jury-room. 

The first witness called was John McGuire, 
who was one of the two lads who, while bath- 
ing in East River at the foot of Eleventh 
street, found the upper portion of the body 
said to be that of Guldensuppe. Young Me- 
Guire identified the piece of oilcloth produced 
in court and also a photograph of the portion 
of the body. These were märked for identifi- 
cation. He was not cross-examined. 

James McKenna, who was McGuire’s 
companion, corroborated McGuire in every 
detail. and also ‘identified the oilcloth and 
photograph. He also was permitted to leave 
the witness chair without being cross-ques- 
tioned. 

The prosecution through several witnesses 
who had found parts of the body alleged to be 
Guldensuppe’s, put in testimony leading up 
to the corpus delicti sought to be proved. 
Attorney Howe objected that until Gulden- 
suppe’s death was proved any testimony as 
to the finding of parts of the remains was 
incompetent and premature, but his objec- 
tion was overruled and successive witnesses 
testified to the finding of parts of the body 
and to their removal to the New York 
morgue.

AN ASSIGNMENT. 


The Direct Liabilities Amount to 480. 
000 and There Is Another Half Mii- 
lion in Paper on Which Mr. Willard 
Was Indorser — Assets Consist 
Largely of Real Estate at Daluth, 
Which Has Depreciated in Value 
Greatly Within a Few Years. 


Mankato, Minn., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—J. A. 
Willard, one of Minnesota’s foremost busi- 
ness-men, made a voluntary assignment to- 
day, naming George H. Clark of this city 
as assignee. 

Mr. Willard came to Mankato in the 508 
and has been identified with many enter- 
prises of the State and Northwest. For 
twenty years he was President of the First 
National Bank. A few months ago, when 
his finances became involved, he resigned 
this position. A few years ago Mr. Willard 
was the owner of 7,000 shares of stock in the 
National Linseed Oil trust, and for nine 
years was one of its directors. He resigned 
the latter position one year ago. 

Mr. Willard’s financial troubles began with 
the depreciation of values of every kind that 
followed after 1892. He was at that-time 
largely interested in land companies, manu- 
facturing concerns, and building companies, 
and the drain on his resources was heavy. 
He was obliged to meet not only his own 
debts, but in some instances debts of those 
associated with him in business. The stock 
of these corporations is an absolute loss to 
him to an extent approximating $500,000. 
Aside from this absolute loss was the de- 
preciation in values of his real estate and 
other assets, this depreciation being par- 
ticularly marked at Duluth. 

Five years ago the value of Mr. Willard’s 
holdings was believed to be $1,500,000. To- 
day, owing to the condition of the real estate 
market, it is hard to estimate what they 
would bring. New York banks are believed 
to be the heaviest creditors. He estimates 
his direct liabilities at $480,000. The indi- 
rect liabilities on paper indorsed by him 
amount to fully half a million. The assets 
consist largely of real estate at Duluth, and 
it is difficult to estimate their value. The 
value of the entire assets before the depre- 
ciation of the years following 1892 was at 
ae three or four times the direct Habili- 

es. 

Ten days ago the Willard Live Stock com- 
pany, of which Mr. Willard was President, 
made an assignment to J. B. Herford of 
Billings, Mont. ‘A Billings dispatch states 
that this failure was due to tndebtedness 
contracted several years ago. The imme- 
diate cause of the assignment was five suits 
brought against Mr. Willard and nine other 
directors of the Motor Line Improvement 
company of Duluth on paper given for the 
benefit of that company. This paper aggre- 
gates $160,000. These suits have been con- 
tinued from time to time since last July and 
August with the hope the company would be 
able to pay the claims. They could be no 
longer deferred. 

The direct creditors are largely Eastern 
parties. Mr. Willard was at the head of the 
linseed oil works, knitting mills, and fibre- 
ware works in this city. It will be two or 
three weeks before the schedule of liabili- 
ties and assets will be filed, and those inter- 
ested refused to be interviewed. 


MAY HAVE BURNED TO DEATH. 


Suspicion That Missing Watchman 
Was Asleep in Prussing Vinegar 
Storehouse, Destroyed by Fire. 


The storehouse of the Prussing Vinegar 
company, at Thirty-sixth street and Stew- 
art avenue, together with 1,000 barrels of 
vinegar, was totally destroyed by fire at 9 
o’clock last night. The building was a one- 
story frame structure, 250x125 feet. The 
firé is supposed to have been caused by 
sparks from a passing Eastern Illinois rail- 
road locomotive. 8 

The building, which was owned by Robert 
Peacock, 630 Thirty-seventh street, was val- 
ued at $2,000. This, with the destruction of 
the vinegar, will bring the total loss up to 
nearly $7,000. The stoneyard of George 
Clapper adjoined the big shed. In the en- 
gine-room of the stoneyard were two barrels 
of gasoline, used to supply the gas engine. 
The flames spread to the engine-house, and 
John Young, one of Clapper’s employés, 
succeeded in tearing the gasoline tank from 
the engine and alsd rolled the two barrels of 
gasoline toa place of safety, thus preventing 
an explosion. 

In performing the brave deed Young was 
slightly burned about the face and hands, 
but his injuries are not of a serious nature. 
After the fire it was said that Robert 
French, a watchman in the warehouse, was 
missing. He was seen about the place at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, but was not seen 
afterward. He was in the habit of sleeping 
in the warehouse, anddt was feared that he 
might have been burned to death. 

The Stock Yards Lumber and Coal company 
and the Dennis & Sweet Livery and Feed 
company properties at 989 and 947 Forty- 
seventh street were damaged to the amount 
of $8,000 by a fire which started in the lum- 
ber yard at 7:05 o’clock last night. 

The Stock Yards Lumber and Coal com- 
pany is controlled by J. J. Sweet, who is also 
a partner in the Dennis & Sweet company. 
About 250 tons of soft coal, several rows of 
Jumber, a quantity of feed, and (fifteen 
horses were in the yards. 

While the first engine was at work a man 
suddenly dashed up to Engineer Cooney and 
exclaimed: 1 must get in there to save 
some valuable papers.“ Cooney advised the 
man, who was J. J. Sweet, President of the 
Lumber company, to get a fireman to secure 
the papers. Mr. Sweet, nevertheless, ran 
into the building. He reappeared in af 
moments with the papers, having narrowly 
escaped suffocation in the building. He was 
carried to his home, 4505 Union avenue, 
where a phyisican said that his injuries were 
not serious, although he had received sev- 
eral painful burns upon his hands. 


BURNING OF ALUNATIC ASYLUM 


Hundreds of Insane Colored People in 
Georgia Deprived of Comfort- 
able Shelter. 


Milledgeville, Ga., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—At 
noon a furious volume of flames burst 
through the roof of the east wing of the negro 
building at the Georgia Insane Asylum and 
with stubborn resistance baffled the com- 
bined efforts of the fire departments of 
Milledgeville and Macon until it had com- 
pletely destroyed the large structure, in 
which the State had housed nearly a thou- 
sand colored lunatics. 

Without a moment’s delay after the fire 
was discovered the guards were summoned 
to the scene, the huge gates flung open, the 
cell doors burst, and the hundreds of negro 
lunatics driven out of the door of the build- 
ing into the yards, where, like cattle, they 
were guarded until another building could 
be vacated for their custody. 

Madmen leaped high in the air pellmell 
over each other, screaming, shouting, sing- 
ing, and praying, many of them being 
murderous fiends sent to the asylum instead 
of the gallows by the craft of shrewd law- 
yers. The mad throng was driven into the 
corners of the yard, the maies on one side 
and the females on the other, being guarded 
by platoons of attendants, until the two 
buildings for white lunatics could be va-

j mays today passed the ordinance to lease 


the city gas works to the United Gas Im- 
provement company for a term of thirty 
years and the bill now only needs the ap- 
proval of the Mayor to become a law. It 
was after 6 o’clock this evening when the 
bill was finally passed, although the Select- 
men began its consideration at 11 o’clock this 
gnorning, the intervening hours being oc- 
cupled in the debate between the members 
of the Upper Chamber, who favored and 
opposed the measure. 


Bribery Is Charged. 


Just how much has been paid out to secure 
the passage of this measure through both 
branches of the City Council will perhaps 
never be known. A prominent Councilman, 
who does not wish his name to be known, 
stated today that he understood that $500,- 
000 had been placed in the hands of the 
lobbyists to secure the lease of the gas 
works. It is also asserted by some that 
about 100 Select and Common Counciimen 
have each received a portion of this fund, 
it being publicly stated that several mem- 
bers were paid as high as $20,000 each to aid 
in the passage of the ordinance. 


Sensation in the Council. 


Three hours before the vote was taken 
Select Councilman Stackhouse remarked 
that he could not favor the scheme, and yet 
he voted for the passage ofthe bill. Another 
case was that of Lucas G. Fourier, who has 
voted against the bill on three other occa- 
sions. Yet he cast his vote with the ma- 


. jority. Prior to the announcement of the 


vote the following note was handed to him:

On receipt of this Mr. Fourier sprang up 
and declared that he had been insulted.

It asks for an injunction 
and an order declaring the lease illegal on 
the ground that the city charter prohibits 
the operation of the works by any parties 
other than the city.

STILES DIVORCE IS DECREED. 


Judge Shepard Formally Dissolves the 
Marriage of June 25, 1884— 
Father Has Child. 


Judge Shepard yesterday entered a decree 
dissolving the marriage of Everell D. and 
Lillian Brower Stiles, which took place on 
June 25, 1884. This follows a finding that 
Mrs. Stiles had been guilty of improper con- 
duct with Herbert P. Crane. In accordance 
with the directions of the Supreme Court 
Judge Shepard ordered the cross bill of Mrs. 
Stiles, in which she accused her husband 
of cruelty, dismissed. The court also or- 
dered that Mr. Stiles have possession of his 
10-year-old daughter, Mary Margaret Stiles. 
In signing the decree Judge Shepard inserted 
a provision reserving the right of the court 
to pass upon a request of Mrs. Stiles to see 
their daughter in the future.

One of the first measures to come up for 
consideration in Congress next session will 
be a bill to restrict immigration. The ad- 
ministration is committed to such a bill, and 
the Republican leaders in the House and 
Fenate will devote their attention to its 
passage early in the session. The last Con- 
gress passed an immigration bill, which 
President Cleveland vetoed. The House 
promptly passed the bill over his veto, but, 
owing to the lack of time, the Senate did not 
act upon it. 

When Speaker Reed appointed his commit- 
tees for this Congress he supplanted Mr. 
Bartholdt, the chairman, who had opposed 
the bill, with Mr. Danford of Ohio, who js in 
sympathy with the administration on the 
immigration. question. 

It is likely that the bill which President 
Cleveland vetoed may be shorn of some of 
its features in order to satisfy those who 
opposed the measure. It is certain, however, 
that the bill Congress is expected to pass 
will be even more stringent in some features 
than the old one.

Expect Tanner to Approve It. 


The decision of the court-martial was re- 
ceived with surprise by the members of the 
Ninth Battalion and by Maicr Buckner’s 
political friends, who had hoped that the 
verdict would be in his favor. Goveraor 
Tanner has not yet formally approved the 
finding of the court, but it is generally con- 
ceded he will not prevent the sentence of the 
court from being carried into effect. The 
finding of the court was received with inter- 
est by all military devotees in this city, be- 
cause of the fact that the case contained 
many fine legal points that heretofore never 
had been dealt with by a court-martial iu 
the Illinois National Guard. 

There were three distinct charges, contain- 
ing several specifications each; brought 
against Major Buckner. The first was a de- 
tailed charge of the general one, under 
which the former court-martial was called, 
which cites that between the dates of June 
19 and July 10 he violated the twenty-first 
article of war by causing his Quartermaster 


to negotiate with the Wabash railroad for 


the transportation of his men, when he had 
been ordered by the Adjutant General (0 
make such arrangements with the Chicago 
and Alton, and further that he sent a de- 
tachment of his men to Camp Lincoln over 
the Wabash road. 


Logan Day Parade Charges. 

The other two charges concern Major 
Buckner’s conduct during the parade ot the 
militia on Logan day. He was charged with 
leaving the column without permission after 
having reported to the marshal and after be- 
ing assigned to a position.in the First 
Brigade. The charges stated that he caused 
great confusion in the line by withdrawing 
his men at Michigan avenue and Monroe 
street without being dismissed or receiving 
permission to withdraw. He was further 
charged with disobedience of orders and con- 
duct prejudicial to good order and military 
discipline. 

The making of these additional charges 
was considered by Buckner’s friends as a 
tacit admission that the court had refused to 
convict on the charges originally preferred, 
and that the others had been hatched up to 
strengthen the case against him. Hlis 
friends also made the charge that political 
antagonism was at the bottom of it all. 

The result of the first trial of Major Buck- 
ner never has been made public, the findings 
being still in the hands of the Governor. It 
was generally believed that the court had 
found in favor of the accused, and it was on 


“account of this belief that his friends had 


hope of his acquittal in the present case. 


In and Out of Civil Court. 


The second attempt to try Major Buckner 
was terminated suddenly almost before it 
began by the action of the defendant's at- 
torneys in taking the case into the civil 
courts. 

The contention was that the defendant 
already had been tried on the same charges, 
or practically the same charges, and 
that, in addition, the second court-martial 
was not formed properly. The court 
held that the case was purely one for 
military procedure, and refused to interfere 
further than to order that the court-martial 
be properly composed. 

The last hearing occupied five sessions of 
the court, extending over three weeks. 


DEATH OF A. C. RHIND, U. S. N. 


Distinguished Naval Officer of the War 
of the Rebellion Dies at 
New York. 


New York, Nov. 9.—Rear Admiral Alex- 
ander Colden Rhind, U. 8. N., is dead at his 
home in this city. He had been confined to 
his bed for five weeks. 

Admiral Rhind was born in New York 
City Oct. 31, 1821. He entered the navy asa 
midshipman in 1838, receiving his appoint- 
ment from Alabama. He became a Lieu- 
tenant March 17, 1884, and at the breaking 
out of the civil war was in command of the 
steamer Crusader of the south Atlantic 
blockade squadron. 

He performed operations in Edisto Sound, 
for which he received the thanks of the 
Navy department, and was in command of 
the Keokuk during the attack on Charleston 
April 7, 1863, when he ran his ship to within 
530 feet of the walls of Fort Sumter, draw- 
ing the fire of all the forts upon her. She 
was struck ninety times in thirty minutes, 
and nineteen shots hit her below the water 
line. 

Through the next year Commander Rhind 
was in James River assisting General Grant, 
and commanded several vessels, among 
them the Paul Jones, the Wabash, and 
Agawam. It was at the attack on Fort 
Fisher, however, that he won his greatest 
renown. Assisted by Lieutenant Preston 
and a volunteer crew from his own ship, he 
commanded the Louisiana, which, loaded 
with 215 tons of gun powder and bombs set 
to explode by clockwork, was towed close 
to the fort. 

At the close of the war Captain Rhind 
served in Congress for a time, was Light- 
house Inspector in 176-78, when he was com- 
missioned Commodore, was President of the 
Board of Inspectors in 1880-82. and on Oct. 
80, 1883, he was promoted to Rear Admiral, 
and was retired the following day, hav- 
reached the age limit. He never married. 


Major Paul Quirk, U. 8. N. 

New York, Nov. 9.—Major Paul Quirk, 
VU. S. N., retired, died today at West Hobo- 
ken, N. J. Several months ago he was ap- 
pointed by Governor Griggs a member of the 
State commission to inquire into the treat- 
ment of pauper children in the Snake Hill 
almshouse.

SEVENTEENTH WARD FIGHT. 


The cases of the men charged with viola- 
tion of the election laws in the Fifteenth 
Precinct of the Seventeenth Ward, by which 
Stephen Revere was seated in the Council 
over James Walsh, will be called tomorrow 
in Judge Waterman's court.

Alderman O'Connor last night. The man 
cannot be found, and while I thought at first 
that he would turn up all right, I am now 
becoming somewhat skeptical.

Cole Makes a Statement. 


George E. Cole, President of the Municipal 
Voters’ league, has made a long statement, 
setting forth the election difficulties in the 
Seventeenth Ward. Mr. Cole states among 
other things that the people of the Seven- 
teenth Ward, not being satisfied with the 
regular candidates, decided to run Mr. Walsh 
as an independent. On the night of the 
election, early in the evening, returns were 
sent in from all precincts, excepting the 
Ffteenth, showing a plurality for Walsh of 
264 votes. Later in the evening word was 
received by the managers of Walsh's cam- 
paign that the watchers were refused ad- 
mittance to the Fifteenth Precinct polling 
place. 

The returns were not delivered to the 
officer of the election commissioners until 
4 o’clock the next morning. They showed 
the vote cast for Revere, RepuDlican, 302; 
for Maggio, Democrat, 35; for James Walsh, 
Independent Republican, 1. This return 
gave Revere a total plurality of 20 votes 
over Walsh. The tally sheets showed 85 
tallies erased from the vote for Maggio. 
The circumstances were so suspicious that 
warrants were immediately sworn out upon 
complaint of Candidate Walsh against the 
election officials of the precinct. 

Mr. Cole, continuing, says that meanwhile 
Mr. Walsh had filed a petition in the Council 
to contest the election of Revere. The con- 
test was referred to the Election committee 
on April 19, 1897. After several meetings of 
the committee, which failed to act for want 
of a quorum, Mr. Walsh, by his attorneys, 
Clayton E. Crafts and Joseph A. O' Don- 
nell, applied to the Supreme Court and se- 
cured a writ of mandamus directed to his 
Honor, Mayor Harrison, and the members of 
the City Council commanding them forth- 
with, as such City Council, or by any duly au- 
thorized committee to which the pending 
contest had been referred, to open and count 


the ballots, upon penalty of being in con- 


tempt. The writ issued June 16, 1897. 
Under Baneful Influences. 


“Under some baneful influence the Con- 
test committee delayed a recount of the bal- 
lots from time to time until forced to act by 
fear of immediate punishment by the Su- 
preme Court for its utter disregard and con- 
tempt of its solemn mandate. James 
Walsh, fighting a determined battle for the 
people and to uphold the sanctity of the 
ballot-box, was kept out of his seat until 
Oct. 25, 1897. The recount showed a vote of 
158 for Revere, 126 for Maggio, 50 for Walsh, 
3 for Okerlund, and 19 blank. The fraud in 
the returns was so conclusively shown that 
new indictments were secured by the State’s 
Attorney and capiases delivered to the 
Sheriff over a week ago, but no arrests yap 
yet been made.“ 

Mr. Cole concludes by saying that Monday 
the cases were called before Judge Water- 


man and set for trial for next Thursday. He. 


continues: 

“ Defendant Ferris until lately and while 
under indictment has been in the employ of 
the city. Maurice M. O’Connor, formerly 
Alderman for the Seventeenth Ward and 
present city gas inspector, is on his bond. 
Rumor is current that both Ferris and 
Freese have disappeared, yet no action has 
been taken by the Sheriff’s office to cause 
their arrest. Yesterday Assistant State’s 
Attorney A. C. Barnes, accompanied by 
Hoyt King, attorney for the league, called 
at the Sheriff's office to learn the cause for 
the delay, and were informed by the deputy 
in charge of the writs that he had called 
upgn Maurice M. O’Connor and was told not 
to serve the capiases—that the defendants 
might be frightened and that he (O’Connor) 
would see that they appeared on Monday. 
Yet at that hour (Monday noon) the defend- 
ants, Ferris and Freese, were still at large, 
their whereabouts unknown, and the deputy 
Sheriff placidly roaming the office with the 
writs in his pockets, acting under instruc- 
tions from Gas Inspector O'Connor.

LAKE BOATS ARE GALE TOSSED. 


Steamer John Pringle Helpless with a 
Broken Rudder Off Shore at 
Sand Beach, Mich. 


The northeaster on Monday night caused 
considerable disturbance on Lake Michigan. 
The steamer Fayette, bound for this port 
with lath and shingles, lost part of its deck- 
load off Fort Sheridan. The sea piled into 
the river so heavy that the life savers were 
compelled to move their lifeboat into the slip, 
as the waves were tearing away the launch- 
ing incline. 


Sand Beach, Mich., Nov. 9.—With its rud- 
der broken and drifting helpless in the 
trough of the sea, the steamer John Pringle 


was sighted today by the life savers. With | 


the tug Boynton they went out to the 
steamer, and after considerable difficulty 
succeeded in passing a tow line. The tug 
attempted to bring the steamer into port, 
but the line parted. Nothing more could be 
done and the tug returned here. The life 
savers remained with the steamer and both 
steamer and crew are drifting down the 


lake. 

Buffalo, N. T., Nov. 9.—Captain Neil of the 
steamer Thomas Carnegie, which arrived 
here today, reports that when off Long 
Point his vessel 3 close to two floating 
bodies, supposed to be from the wrecked 
steamer Idaho. They were quickly lost in 
the darkness. Captain Neil also reports 
passing wreckage of various descriptions. 

Another bad storm is raging on Lake 
Erie. The wind has been blowing all day 
from the northwest and a big sea is run- 
ning. No disasters are reported.

| HIRES A ROOM TO DIE IN. 


EDWARD WEISS, THIRTY-SECOND 
DEGREE MASON, EXPIRES. 


After Leaving His Wife and Children 
to Purchase Some Clothing, He 
Rents an Apartment in Mrs. Alice 
Potis’ Boarding-House, at 43 South 
Sangamon Street, and His End Soon 
Follows—Physicians and Police Say 
Morphine or Apoplexy the Cause. 


Edward Weiss, a thirty-second degree Ma- 
son, died at the County Hospital yes- 
terday afternoon under circumstances 
which detectives of the Desplaines Street 
Police Station are now investigating. 

The death was reported to the Coroner 
yesterday as a case of suicide by morphine 
poisoning, but the police have been unable 
to discover any facts which would warrant 
such an assertion. The physician who at- 
tended Weiss when he was seized with ill- 
ness says that death might have resulted 
either from morphine poisoning or from 
apoplexy. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon Weiss 
called at the rooming house of Mrs. Alice 
Potts, 48 South Sangamon street and stated 
he wanted to rent a room for a few days. 
Mrs. Potts says that he appeared to be ill, 
as he was extremely pale and trembled 
violently. Weiss told the landlady that he 
was suffering from a temporary sickness 
and desired to secure a room in which he 
could rest until he had recovered. 

Mrs. Potts took the man to a room on the 
first floor, which he immediately rented. 
Before Weiss had been in the place five min- 
utes Mrs. Potts heard him groaning. She 
went into the room and found him in a 
weak state. Dr. J. K. Smith of 253 West 
Madison street was summoned, and after 
working upon Weiss a short time he de- 
clared the man was beyond help and recom- 
mended that the police be notified. 

This was done and the patrol wagon from 
the Desplaines Street Station removed Weiss 
to the County Hospital, where he died with- 
in a few minutes after his arrival. The 
body was taken to the morgue, where it was 
searched, and a card establishing the identi- 
ty of Weiss was found. 

Weiss was 55 years old and lived at 259 
Clybourn avenue with his wife and several 
children. He left his home yesterday morn- 
ing, saying that he was going down-town to 
purchase some shoes for his youngest child. 
That was the last seen of him by his family. 

Weiss, who was a native of Posen, Ger- 
many, was engaged in the business of selling 
secret society charts. He was a member of 
Globe Lodge K. of P., the South Park Odd- 
fellows, and the Oriental Consistory of the 
Masons. Ihe Coroner will investigate the 
death today.

On and after Jan. 1, 1898, the three companies 
referred to, at least, will maintain on all new 
policies the more exacting, and consequently safer 
standard of 3% per cent, and the guaranteed vaiues 
of policy-holders at the termination of dividend 
period will be increased accordingly. The changes 
in premium rates and guarantees are as follows:

Considerable progress was made by the Under- 
writers’ association yesterday in the considera- 
tion of the Revision committee’s report on the 
new by-laws. An amendment was adopted re- 
garding the real estate men inclassthree. Under 
the rules of the old Chicago board the real 
estate men agreed not to attach a clause to papers 
covering loans and similar transactions giving 
them the right to control the insurance. This 
rule has now been added to the new code. Unless 
the real estate brokers agree to this they will not 
be given licenses by the board. 

The fines proposed under the new rules were ob- 
jected to by many of the members as being entirely 
too severe. The section referring to this matter 
which will be discussed today is as follows: 

It the accused be a member of Class No. 
1 and be convicted of an offense of the first 
class, there shall be forfeited to the associa- 
tion the sum of $25. If the accused be a member 
of Clases No. 3, a licensed broker, a registered 
solicitor, or employé, and be convicted of an of- 
fense of the first class, there shall be forfeited 
to the association the sum of $15. In each of 
these cases the balance of the deposit shall be re- 
turned to the accused. For a first conviction of 
a member of Class No. 1 of an offense of the 
second class there shall be forfeited to the asso- 
ciation the sum of $250. ra second conviction 
of a member of Class Nd.

In addition to, and a 
further penalty in all eases where the accused 
has not established his innocence as hereinbefore 
provided, he shall immediately cancel all policies, 
certificates, or agreements for insurance then in 
force, written, placed, or made by him on the risk 
upon which he has been convicted, and shall file 
his agreement in writing with the association not 
to write or place any policy or certificages of in- 
surance upon said risk for the term of fifteen 


months from and after his conviction.”

ers whose goods were injured. Edwin 
Walker, the attorney representing the com- 
pany, gave notice of an appeal at the proper 
time to the Court of Appeals, and contends 
that all that was possible was done to pro- 
tect these goods and that in any event the 
Exposition company had no jurisdiction over 
Jackson Park Jan. 8, 1804, the date of the 
fire, its lease having expired Jan. 1, and that 
every exhibiter had been notified of that 
fact. Should the directors at their next 
meeting decide to settle the claims of the 
exhibiters they will hardly do so from any 
other standpoint than a sentimental one. 


New Yorx’s Committee on Small Parks, 
which was appointed last June and has just 
made its report, advances a somewhat novel 
theory in regard to the causes of the 
growth of crime and pauperism in our 
midst.“ The committee thinks the most effi- 
clent cause is the failure to provide for 
the reasonable recreation of the people, and 
especially for playgrounds for the rising 
generation.“ Thought about that sugges- 
tion induces respect for it. There can be no 
doubt, at any rate, that if the turbulent vi- 
tality of the youths of the crowded and un- 
wholesome tenement-house districts had 
abundant opportunities for healthful outlet- 
ting, such as only physical exercise affords, 
there would be fewer young thieves and 
„ can-rushers in the slums. 


In addition to the regular fighting force of 
the American navy, a force which is by no 
means inconsiderable when compared to 
Spain’s, there should be included four mail 
steamers of the first-class, seventeen of the 
third-class, and forty-four merchant vessels, 
all of which, according to law, would be 
available in case of necessity. Of these all 
will have to be armed by the government 
and the armament will consist of forty-six 
six-inch guns, 205 five-+inch guns, and 206 
four-inch guns, besides secondary batteries. 
To complete it there will have to be another 
appropriation by Congress, an appropriation 
which will no doubt be made without opposi- 
tion. Altogether the sea bower of the United 
States is not a thing to be rashly despised by 
foreign nations. 


A DECISION FOR THE RAILROADS. 

The United States Supreme Court has 
just handed down an opinion, which, ac- 
cording to Justice Harlan, who does not 
concur in it— 


Not only minimizes the power of the Interstate 
Commerce commission far below the intention of 
Congress with reference to it, but puts into the 
hands of the railroad companies the power to so 
arrange the transportation business of the coun- 
— — to destroy the business of intermediate 
points. 


The fourth section of the interstate com- 
merce act declares that “ under substanti- 
ally similar circumstances and conditions 
a railroad shall fiot charge more, or as 
much, for the short haul as for the long 
haul. It is provided, however, that upon 
application to the commission a road may, 
after investigation by the commission, be 
authorized to charge less for longer than 
for shorter distances. 

Five yedrs ago the Board of Trade of 
Troy, Ala., a town on the Alabama Mid- 
land railway, southeast of Montgomery, 
complained to the Interstate Commerce 
commission that that road and other lines 
were discriminating against Troy in the 
interest of Montgomery and other places 
by giving them lower rates. 

The commission investigated the com- 


roads that they had to give Montgomery 
preferential rates on account of having to 
meet water competition was not well- 
founded.. The commission held also that 
preference in rates should not be given, ex- 
cept upon its authority. 

The Supreme Court decides against the 
commission on both points. It holds that 
competition is one of the most obvious and 
effective circumstances that make the con- 
ditions under which a long and short haul 
is performed “substantially dissimilar,” 
and that competition did exist in the case 
under consideration. 

The court says also: 

We are unable to suppose that Congress in- 
tended to forbid common carriers in cases where 
the circumstances and conditions are substantially 
dissimilar from making different rates until and 
unless the commission shall authorize them to 
do so. 

Therefore the roads are at perfect liberty 
to go ahead, without the consent of the 
commission, and make rates which discrim- 
inate against some places and favor others 
whenever they see fit to allege that “ dis- 
similar circumstances and conditions ex- 
ist.” That is, the roads, and not the com- 
mission, are made the judges in the first 
instances as to the existence of competi- 
tion which justifies the granting of lower 
rates to certain points, and charging more 
for the short than the long haul. 

The Supreme Court declares that it is 
not its intention to relieve common carriers 
from the restraints of the law. Neverthe- 
less, as Justice Harlan states, the decision 
gives the railroad companies the power to 
“destroy the business of intermediate 
points by discriminating against them in 
rates. 

Therefore the power of Congress should 
be invoked to amend the law so as to make 
it declare specifically that the roads must 
get the consent of the Interstate commis- 
sion before they make changes in the @#tes 
which tend to build up one town and to pull 
down another. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of the Transmissouri Freight as- 
sociation proved that the interstate com- 
merce act. amounted to something. But 
this latest decision tends in a contrary di- 
rection. It whittles down and minimizes 
the force of the law and makes it nearly 
valueless as a remedy against the evils it 
was enacted to correct.

MORE OF ANDREWS VAGARIES. 

President Andrews of Brown University 
was one of the speakers at a Henry George 
memorial meeting in New York on Monday 
evening last. President Andrews will be 
remembered as having created an excite- 
ment which led up to his resignation as 
President of the above institution by his 


/ Ppublie advocacy of retroactive swindling 


40-cent silver monometallism. He was then 
tendered the Presidency of a hotchpotch, 
free silver, so-called college located in a 
writing desk, but, as that scheme failed 
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taken the three steps mentioned, why 
should he not go a step further and laud 
at the bottom? Having come out for the 
depreciation of money and wages and the 
defrauding of creditors, the confiscation 
of land values and the legal protection of 
the rights of property-holders, will it not 
be natural to him finally to add Bellamy 
to Bryan, George, Debs, Altgeld, and 
Lease, and publicly advocate Bellamy“ 
crazy socialistic scheme for the suppression 
of personal liberty and the right to own and 
enjoy property at all, particularly as this 
would be the shortest cut to the attain- 
ment of the ends he seems to have in view? 

With such an outcome in plain sight, is 
it not about time for the trustees of Brown 
University to tell this opponent of modern 
civilization and free government, this ene- 
my of property and property rights, to look 
out for another job? Is it not their piain 
duty to tell him in plain words that they 
will no longer suffer him to occupy the posi- 
tion of head of the college of which they 
have charge, and that he cannot be allowed 
to fill the heads of the young men under 
him with errors, vagaries, and false ideas? 
This is a duty which they owe to these 
young men, to the parents who have sent 
them there, and to the generous patrons of 
the institution. They should call anew 
for his resignation, and this time for good. 
If he wants to pose as the advocate of 
crankery and heresies, to tear up all the 
old landmarks and to subvert the princi- 
ples which in the past have conduced to 
the country’s prosperity and to individual 
rights and happiness, let him cut loose 
from the headship of an old, conservative 
college of education and start an institu- 
tion of his own where he can be free to 
advocate the wildest of theories and most 
radical of errors. ‘Those who shall attend 
such an institution will know where they 
are going and what they are to expect in 
the way of teaching. There will be no 
concealments. But the trustees of Brown 
University are not warranted in retaining 
such a man at the head of their institution 
and in inviting the patronage of the New 
England community, which has no sympa- 
thy with vagaries of the Andrews sort. 


FOOLISH CRITICISM OF DRAINAGE DITCH 
An evening paper prints a letter from a 
correspondent who alleges that the drain- 
age channel when completed will be a fail- 
ure and will not keep the sewage out of 
the lake. The fact that the writer had a 
sewage disposal plan of his own may have 
much to do with his condemnation of the 
plan which was preferred to his. He fa- 
vored the construction of a costly under 
ground tunnel from Bridgeport to Joliet. 

The correspondent alleges that “ the river 
and the South and North Branches and 
the channel to the controlling works at 
Lockport form a great reservoir,” and that 
after using every precaution a fall of two, 
three, or four feet would inevitably send, 
the sewage into the lake from south of 
Lockport.” 

At Lockport the bottom of the drainage 
channel is a little over six feet lower than 
at the starting point at Robey street, where 
it is 24% feet below city datum. The slope 
in the main channel between Bridgeport 
and Willow Springs is one foot in every 
7% miles. From Willow Springs to Lock- 
port the slope is two feet in every 744 miles. 
The declivity is sufficient to create a good 
current down the stream towards Joliet. 

Again, the depth of the drainage chan- 
nel is so great that even if the west or 
southwest wind were to blow violently and 
lower the surface of the lake at the mouth 
of the river, the only effect would be to 
lower the depth of water in the channel 
eighteen inches or two feet at the most, 
and that only for a short time. 

Suppose the normal depth is fourteen feet 
for the first twelve miles south of Bridge- 
port and the west wind lowers that to 
twelve feet by lowering the surface of the 
lake two feet at the river’s mouth. There 
will still be a westward flow twelve feet in 
depth down the declivity in the direction of 
Joliet. That fact disposes of the assertion 
of the correspondent that the drainage 
channel will be a failure. 

One reason assigned by him for lack of 
faith in that channel is that the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal was a failure, even after it 
was deepened. So it was, but it is easy to 
see why the canal did not carry off water 
enough, and hence did not answer its 
purpose. 

When the canal was deepened it was 
given a fall of only about twenty inches in 
the thirty-five miles between Chicago and 
Lockport. The intended flow was not to 
exceed two-thirds of a mile per hour, in 
order to make it easy for the mule and horse 
teams which dragged the stoneboats to the 
city. This was before the use of steam 
tugs on canals had become a success. 

The canal was a sluggish stream, without 
a current strong enough to scour it or to 
carry off the greater part of the sediment 
which came in from the river. Most of 
that sediment sunk to the bottom or lodged 
on the sides and was never removed by the 
Canal Commissioners. The result is that 
instead of a depth of six feet, as in 1870, 
there is a depth of only three and a half or 
four feet. 

When the water-carrying capacity of 
canal had become almost nil, by reason of 
its being allowed to fill up, it was found 
necessary to put in a dam at Bridgeport 
and to pump water over it from the river 
into the canal in order to get something 
like 30,000 cubic feet of water a minute 
through the canal. 

The canal and the drainage ditch are so 
utterly unlike that it is absurd to predict 
the failure of the latter because the former 
turned out to be of little value. Nobody 
would be guilty of that absurdity except a 
man whose own wild, expensive, and in- 
adequate drainage plan had been rejected. 


ABUSE OF EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

The more the State’s Attorney’s expendi- 
ture of $2,395 for expert testimony in the 
Luetgert case is studied the more inde- 
fensible it appears. The physicians and 
osteologists who testified for money on the 
side of the prosecution seemingly had no 
more influence over the jury than the ex- 
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ot that “Gecision, and the County board 


should see that he does so. 

But Mr. Deneen will be wise if he dis- 
cards them altogether. They were of no 
service to him, and they will be of no serv- 
ice to him. However lustily they may 
swear that the bones found in the vat are 
human bones, Luetgert will produce cqual- 
ly respectable and credible experts who 
will swear just as lustily that hey are the 
bones of a gorilla or a sheep; and the hew 
jury, like the old one, will calmly dismiss 
the testimony on both sides from their 
minds. The whole expert business as it 
applies to murder trials is à fraud and a 
farce. It should be abandoned, 


CHINA FOR A GOLD STANDARD. 
According to a Shanghai special, by way 
of London, the Chinese government has 
initiated steps looking to the adoption of 
the gold money standard, thus following 
the example of. Japan and the more recent 
one of San Salvador, Costa Rica, and other 
Central and South American republics. 
While this policy has been under consid- 
eration among Chinese statesmen for a 
year or more past, it has no doubt been 
hastened by the discovery that the “ Flow- 
ery Kingdom was losing ground in com- 
parison with its near neighbor and rival, 
Japan, as well as by information gained by 
its Premier, Li Hung Chang, during his 
tour through Europe and the United States 
last year, that some adjustment of its 
money standard to that of the commercia! 
nations of the world was an absolute 


“necessity. 


When this great empire—representing 
400 millions of inhabitants, or one-fourth 
of the entire population of the globe—shall 
have taken this step it will have discarded 
a standard which has prevailed for cent- 
uries, Coming as the act of the most con- 
servative nation of the world, it will mark 
the abandonment of the silver standard by 
the last country which can lay civim to 
importance in territory, population, or vol- 
ume of trade. Taken in conjunction with 
the example of Japan, whose nbandonment 
of the silver standard goes into effect in 
April next, and what India with its popu- 
lation of 300 million has done, its signifi- 
cance cannot be misunderstood. 

In the light of such events as this, Will- 
iam J. Bryan will have to revise his stereo- 
typed declaration that this conntry is not 
going to act with the rest of the world on 
the money question, but will go it alone for 
a silver basis of 16 to 1 for gold—unless he 
means that America shall take the place 
about to be yacated by China. 

The vast possibilities of the Alaska gold 
mines will come in as an important factor 
in the determination of the problem here 
foreshadowed. According to Eli J. Gage, 
now on his way from Alaska, the first boat 
from the Klondike region coming down the 
Yukon next spring will bring $15,000,000 
of gold, while new discoveries equally rich. 
to be made next year, with the vast increase 
in the number of prospectors, will add im- 
mensely to the total production. As a con- 
sequence China will be able to purchase all 
the gold it wants as fast as it is able to 
pay for it. 

When China actually introduces the gold 
standard, as here foreshadowed, all the 
world will stand on a practically uniform 
basis—using the same standard for measur- 
ing the values of labor, land, and manu- 
factured or agricultural commodities. 
Then it will not be a very long or difficult 
step to secure the adoption of an interna- 
tional decimal coinage based upon a gold 
standard which will be accepted through- 
out the world as a common legal tender for 
all mankind. Thus, the British gold sover- 
eign, with very little change, could be as- 
similated to the American five-dollar (halt᷑- 
eagle) gold coin; the English shilling, the 
German mark (24 cents), the French franc, 
the Italian lira, the Spanish peseta, and the 
Greek drachma (each 19.3 cents), the Aus- 
tralian crown (20.3 cents), and the Danish 
and Swedish crown (26.8 cents), to the 
American quarter-dollar, while the Brazil- 
ian milreis (54.6 cents) could be reduced 
with little change to the equivalent for our 
50-cent piece. Canada and the United 
States already huve the same dollar stand- 
ard, while the Mexican dollar, the Argen- 
tine peso (96% cents); and the Japanese yen 
(99.7 cents) correspond almost exactly with 
our dollar. These figures indicate the close 
relation of the minor coins of different na- 
tions to each other in value. With the 
alloy, a grain of the metal could be made 
te represent a cent in value, thus avoiding 
the necessity for fractions. These are con- 
ditions which could be arranged in an inter- 
national monetary conference, for which 
there would be stronger reasons than exist 
in the present condition of affairs. 

Such an adjustment of values as here 
suggested—which would be comparatively 
easy on the adoption of a common standard 
—would greatly simplify all classes of com- 
mercial and financial transactions. 


THE GARBAGE CONTRACT. 
The time allowed A. J. Murphy for the 


} filing of a satisfactory bond for the carry- 


ing out of the five-year garbage contract 
expired Monday noon, and as he was. un- 
able to qualify his bid was rejected. The 
Mayor and Commissioner McGann then 
decided to reject all the other bids and 
advertise for new ones, to be made within 
ten days. : 

The whole affair has a suspicious look 
and there is reason to believe there has 
been a sharp trick played to blackmail and 
sandbag the city. The combination scheme 
has been played many times before, and 
the Mayor and commissioner must be on 
the lookout that.it is not carried through in 
this case. Its operation is well known. 
Each lowest bidder simply backs out, so as* 
to steer the job into the hands of the high- 
est bidder. Then the sandbaggers divide 
the plunder among themselves. In this 
casé there are ten bidders. The highest bid 
is $3,155,000. The lowest, out of which 
Murphy has backed, is $1,251,351. It will 
be seen that if there is a combination there 
would be a handsome pile to divide among 
the backers out. Stories to this effect are 
current at the City Hall. The Mayor him-

NO BUILDINGS ON THE LAKE FRONT. 
Different Cook County Judges have held 
from time to time that no structures can 
be erected on the Lake Front Park with- 
out the consent of the owners of the abut- 
ting property. They have all concurred in 
the opinion that the property-owners on 
the west side of Michigan avenue are enti- 
tled to an unimpeded view to the eastward, 
since the land on the east side of the ave- 
nue was dedicated as public grounds to be 
kept free of buildings. 
The Supreme Court, as was tc be ex- 
pected, is of the same opinion. It has af- 
firmed the decree of the lower court enjoin- 
ing the city from permitting the erection 
of buildings in the territory bounded by 
Park row, Randolph street, Michigan ave- 
nue, and the Illinois Centra] right of way. 
All the buildings in that territory are tres- 
passers, with the exception of the Art In- 
stitute. It may be that they will be re- 
moved speedily, with the exception of the 
temporary Postoffice structure, which will 
remain until the Postoffice Building on the 
old site is completed. 

The decree does not cover the land which 
is to be made east of the Illinois Central 
right of way. But the opinion of the Su- 
preme Conrt indicates clearly that the ease- 
ment of the property-owners will extend 
as far as the land does, This will not in- 
terfere, however, with the proposed arm- 
ory, east of the tracks and north of Monroe 
street, or with the Field Museum Building, 
south of Monroe street. It is not likely that 
the property-owners will object to either 
of those structures. : 

If they should do so, or if they should 
refuse to give their consent to the erection 
at some future time of needed public build- 
ings on the strip west of the right of way, 
all that will be necessary will be to ex- 
tinguish their rights. The Legislature can 
pass a law providing for the condemnation 
of the ensement which these property- 
owners enjoy. The damages will not be 
heavy. 

The decision of the Supreme Court will 
make it impossible for the Council to allow 
any more temporary buildings on the lake 
front. If it had not been for the fight 
which the property-owners have made for 
many years the territory in question would 
have been covered with them. 


CONTEMPTIBLE MEANNESS. 

There can be no other inference drawn 
from the degradation of Corporal New to 
the ranks at Fort Sheridan than that he 
is suffering because he had the effrontery 
to testify against Captain Lovering in the 
recent court-martial. No reason has been 
given by Colonel Hall for this action, and 
there are no charges, so far as can be 
learned, against the Corporal. Why, then, 
was he punished, unless for his testimony— 
testimony that was rot impeached? 

So there is no doubt in the public mind 
that Corporal New is the victim of a little, 
mean, petty piece of malignity on the 
part of the commissioned officers, uttered 
through and sympathized-with by the com- 
manding officer, who ought to be above such 
conduct. There will therefore be no dis- 
sent on the part of anybody from the opin- 
ion that the Secretary of War should im- 
mediately investigate the matter and, find- 
ing the general suspicion to be justified by 
the facts, punish the authors of New's 
degradation. Every commissioned officer 
in the post who had a hand in it ought to 
be court-martialed and drummed out of the 
service if fund guilty. 

This sort of malicious persecution is alto- 
gether too common in the army and it must 
be stopped at any cost of pride and dignity 
to the West-Pointers. 


Tum question whether ex-Minister Tay- 
lor was guilty of betraying a trust when he 
told the truth about Cuba, a question about 
which certain newspapers are greatly exer- 
cised, is almost too absurd for discussion. 
The people who are censuring him seem to 
think the diplomatic service of the United 
States is for the President’s sole benefit and 
the citizens who support it must be debarred 
from knowing anything that goes on, even 
in regard to a matter in which they are 
vitally interested.

We Have Great Guns in Our Forts, but 
More Gunners Are Needed to 
Handle Them. 


New York World: 
merce is right. But they are wholly wrong 


who make its recent action an occasion for 


alarm. 3 

We need three or four thousand more 
heavy aritllerymen to man the guns of our 
seacoast batteries. But that does not mean 
that our coasts are undefended, but precisely 
the reverse. We need the additional gtn- 
ners because we have more great guns in 
position for use than our present force can 
handle. 

For many years now our arsenals have 
been mdking guns of the highest power as 


‘fast as they could, and our engineers have 


been mounting them in impregnable works 
at the best points of vantage. 

The coasts of our country were never at 
any time in our country’s history in so good a 
state of defense as now, and a scare on that 
score is peculiarly ridiculous at this time. 

Nevertheless there is a scare among the 
ill-informed. Many people seriously enter- 
tain the absurd notion that if Spain were at 
war with us her warships could knock down 
all the ekyscrapers in New York and lay the 
city under tribute. The best answer, per- 
haps, is the rtatement of a high British 
authority, recently published,. that even 
Great Britain could not throw half a dozen 
shells into Wall street without first concen- 
trating here all the warships she has in all 
parts of the world and then working her 
way slowly up toward the city. 

A few facts may be recited, however, for 
the further reassurance of the timid: 

1. No warship ¢an approach within a dozen 
miles of New York on either side until it 
shall have destroyed the formidable resist- 
ance of our great guns at Sandy Hook and 
in the lower bay, or until it shall have over- 
come our practically invincible batteries in 


the sound, and shall in addition have passed 
the perils of Hell Gate with the 19% 0 tor- 


pedoes we should plant there if seriously 
threatened with attack. 

2. No warship of formidable character can 
bring across the ocean coal and ammunition 
enough for aserious attack. Each must 
have tenders, and tenders are very vulner- 
able, both to our batteries and to our ship- 
ping. 

3. We have a very formidable navy for de- 
fense, and in the event of war we should 
speedily and greatly add to its strength by 
arming every tug that can carry a gun and 
making a torpedo boat of every steam yacht 
in America. These forces must be reckoned 
with as well as the forts and great war- 
ships. : 

4. The possibilities of defende inside the 
harbor by Zalinski dynamite guns are abso- 
luetly illimitable. With gas pipe and soda 
fountains we could in a few days line every 
inch of the harbor’s shores with tubes each 
capable of throwing 1,000 or 2,000 pounds of 
dynamite twice a minute for a distance of 
two miles. The fleet that could survive such 
a bombardment has yet to be built and is 
yet even to be invented. 

The sober truth is simply this: If we should 
have war with Spain the forces of that coun- 
try might make some temporary trouble for 
us at minor ports. But the trouble would be 
of small moment and short duration. Only 
one of the very greatest powers in the world 
could approach our great ports, and even 
then we should know how to take care of 
ourselves. 

By all means let us have cannoneers enough 
to handle our guns. But in that demand 
there is certainly no occasion for anybody 
to get scared, 

Defensively this is the strongest and great- 
est nation on earth. It is the only one that 
can put men into the field by millions and 
feed and clothe them there for an indefinite 
time.

in them the evidences of their food, cloth- 
ing, weapons, household implements, and 
wen their art. They followed the glacial 

— creeping to the northward as the ice 

reeeded and, as Mr. Waterloo asserts, are 

to be numbered among the first ancestors of 
the modern man of whom a trace has been 
left. 

To take the scientific knowledge of this 

period of the remotest past and clothe its 

dry bones with a flesh that lives and breathes 
again is no mean achievement, but Mr. 
Waterloo has accomplished it. He has pict- 
ured primitive man, and his wife, and his 
children, and showed us how deeply the 
roots of humanity are interred, There are 
hatred, jealousy, fear, love—of sexes and 
of kinsfolk—and the germs of every passion 
which makes the history of humanity all 
that it is. There is the excitement of hunt- 
ing and being hunted in turn—and beasts 
worthy of weapons of the finest perfection, 
rather than the stone-tipped spears and 
wooden clubs of the day—cave lions, tigers, 
and bears, immensely larger and more 
ferocious than their degenerate descendants 
in more southern lands—-mammoths, sea 
serpents, and smaller game in almost in- 
- eredible abundance. 

Mr. Waterloo seizes upon the moment 
when paleolithic man was first learning 
that the polishing of weapons made of stone 
added to their efficiency, and in the person 
of his imaginary but very real hero, Ab, the 
reader may see the discovery of the bow and 
arrow as a weapon, and make the ac- 
quaintance of the pathetic little artist who 
‘drew the picture of the mammoth which 

has so excited the admiration of the modern 

connoisseur. If he has idealized his in- 
teresting characters, it is so done that the 
truth of the perspective is in no way inter- 

’ fered with, and hardly more than the dif- 

ference of the conventionalties of that day

“ Kallistratus,” by A. H. Gilkes, is a re- 
markably interesting historical novel, whose 
hero is Hannibal. The great Carthagenian 
is described through the supposed memoirs 
of Kallistratus, 2 Greek, whom Hannibal 
chose as a member of his bodyguard when he 
crossed the Rhone. The various battles 
with Rome are vividly portrayed from a 
new point of view, and Hannibal is repre- 
sented as the incarnation of all virtue and 
of all genius as a soldier. 

Two members of the family of Kallis- 
tratus, a brother and sister, had been taken 
to Rome as friends of young Publius. 
Through them we get descriptions of how 
things were going on in Rome when Hanni- 
bal was carrying everything before him. 
After ten years Kallistratus, having lost 
confidence in the Carthagenian, is permitted 
to go over to the Romans, and he spends 
his last days translating Greek books into 
Latin for the Roman General. 
Having observed how the art of war was 
illustrated by the greatest soldiers, he con- 
cludes that Hannibal was not only the great- 
est man of his times, but one of the few 
great commanders of history—a judgment 
which few will care to deny. (Longmans,

TESTS OF LAW STUDENTS. 


SCOPE OF NEW SUPREME COURT 
RULES ON ADMISSIONS TO BAR. 


frovince and Powers of Illinois Board 
of Exam: Subjects with Which 
the Candidate Must Be Familiar— 
Period of Reading—Mere Diploma of 
a School Inadequate — Attorneys 
from Other States and Countries 
Jalius Rosenthal’s Opinion.

Julius Rosenthal of this city, one of the 
commissioners Appointed by the Illinois Su- 
preme Court to supervise the examinations 
for admission to the bar and to report upon 
the qualifications of applicants for admis- 
gion, has just received’ from Isaac W. Phil- 
lips, the Supreme Court reporter, a copy 
of the rules of the Supreme Court governing 
admission to the bar, which went into force 
on Nov. 4. While the general outlines of 
these rules were reported in Tux TRIBUNE 
at the time they were first announced, the 


» full copy shows that they are even more 


stringent than was at first supposed. 

The rules provide, in the first place, for 
the appointment by the Supreme Court of a 
State Board of Law Examiners, to consist of 
five members of the bar in this State, of at 
least five years’ standing, to conduct and 
supervise the examinations and to report. 
upon the qualifications of applicants for ad- 
mission to the bar. 


Application and Examination. 


Applications for admission must be made 
by motion in open court, based upon a report 
of the Board of Law Examiners. After the 
first year every Examiner is appointed fora 
period of three years. Examinations are to 
be conducted by written or printed interrog- 
atories in whole or in part and are to be as 
nearly as possible uniform throughout the 
State. They are to be held in four different 
places in this State by the Examiners as 4 
body (the majority of whpm shall constitute 
a quorum). 

The subjects upon which an applicant 
must sustain a satisfactory examination are 
enumerated in the rules, and consist of the 
ordinary legal subjects, and in addition to 
these the principles of the Constitution o£ 
this State and of the United States and of 
legal ethics. 

In case an applicant should be rejected 
upon examination he cannot be again ad- 
mitted to an examination within six months 
from the date of such rejection, and must file 
with the board proof that he has studied law 
for six months subsequent to the prior ex- 
amination. 


Fee from Applicant. 


A fee of $10 is required from each ap- 
plicant for admission, out of which the ex- 
penses of the commission are paid. 

The proof is specified in the rules which 
must be presented to show that the ap- 
plicant is of at least of the age of 21 years, 
is a resident of this State, and a citizen of 
the United States, or has declared his in- 
tention of becoming a citizen; and also that 
the applicant is a person of good ral 
character. 

Every applicant, except those who apply 
for admission by virtue of admission in 
another State or foreign country; must 
present to the Board of Law Examiners 
sufficient written proof, by examination or 
otherwise, as the board may direct, that 
he has had a preliminary general education 
equivalent to that of a graduate of a high 
school in this State; and further, that he has 
pursued for the period of thfee (8) years a 
course of law studies covering the subjects 
enumerated in the rules, and that such 


‘law studies have been pursued in an es- 


tablished law school considered by the 
board to be in good standing, or under tui- 
tion of one or more licensed lawyers; and 
that the applicant has submitted to a sat- 
isfactory examination by such lawyer or 
lawyers during the required period upon 
each subject. 


Examination Is Imperative. 


No one can be admitted herafter upon a 
diploma merely of a law school. Every ap- 
2 must be admitted upon examina- 
tion. 

The papers produced to the Board of Exam- 
mers in conformity with the requirements 
of the rules are not to be deemed conclusive 
evidence of the facts therein stated, but the 
board can go behind the papers and certifi- 
cates presented to them, and if they find 
them untrue in any respect must so certify 
to the Supreme Court. Any fraudulent act 
or representation is declared to be cause 
for withholding a license by the Supreme 
Court, or for its revocation after it has been 
issued. 

Attorneys admitted in other States can be 
admitted to the bar in this State if it appears 
from the certificate of the Board of Exam-

‘WHEAT IS STILL WEAK. 


CONDITIONS ARE AT LEAST TEMPO- 
RARILY AGAINST PRICES. | 


Market Goes Through the Puts Early 
Rains and Liberal Receipts Dis- 
courage Holders—Offerings ot De- 
cember Wheat Are Freer—Provis- 
ions Weak and Depressed—Hog Re- 
ceipts Larger than Anticipated— 
Trade Gossip on Change. 


It is some weeks since the wheat future in 
which trade is most active was quotable in 
the eighties.“ Yesterday the extreme 
high price for May was 90c, and it was made 
on a short lived and rather feeble rally, 
only checked at 88%c. 
The market got through puts éarly and 
closed below all these privileges at 88e 
bid. It was a dull, 
weak market, with 
everything for the 
time being apparently 
in favor of the bears, 
with the exception of

much heavier than a year ago, and the 
speculative market was full of December 
wheat during the greater part of the day. 
In face of the liberal selling of December 
and the changing of December into May 
presumably for the account of December 
lorigs, the spread between May and Decem- 
ber held about one figure throughout the ses- 
sion.. Spot wheat at Liverpool was off id 
at the opening, and futures were off d.

Heavy Spring Wheat Receipts. 


Duluth and Minneapolis had reccipts of

a year ago. It is claimed that farmers’ de- 
liveries in the Northwest are decreasing, but 
such reports do not count for much with the 
dally showing of heavy arrivals at terminal 
markets. Local receipts were 217 cars, 
against 236 last week and 105 the same day 
last year. A cargo of 84,000 bu of No. 1 
Northern was inspected intoistore. -One of 
the early rallies was due to the report of 300,- 
000 bu of Manttoba wheat taken at New 
York. The price quoted, however, showed 
the Chicago market out ef tine over lca bu 
at Buffald, without allowing for the differ- 
ence between Chicago No. 1 Northern wheat 
and the better hard Manitoba wheat. ‘Thé 
available supply of wheat increased 5,210,- 
000 bu, against 2,231,000 bu a year ago. It 
was a foregone conclusion that there would 
be a heavy increase, but the increase shown 
was hardly up to expectations. Clearances 
were liberal at the equivalent of 539,000 bu, 
against 1,267,000 bu received at primary 
markets. The local demand for wheat was 
rather slow. Vessel room was chartered for 
75.000 bu spring wheat, said to have been 
sold some time ago. It was reported that 
part of the No. 2 spring wheat which was 
put afloat by Ceddes-Kirkwood some weeks 
ago, and regarding which there has been so 
much comment, sold yesterday at Liverpool 
at a price le higher than could have been 
obtained for No. 1 Northern. 

Provisions were not only dull yesterday 
but undeniably weak. The packers who com- 
plain that prices of hogs are out of line with 
manufactured products are not giving the 
market any support whatever, and are 
rather favorable to lower prices, The com- 
paratively few.remaining longs are becoming 
tired ‘out, and even shorts do not see any 
particular occasion for covering. Pork went 
off 200 and lard and ribs 10e, and closed at 
the lowest points of the day. Local receipts 
of hogs were much larger than looked for, 
37,000, and an estimate’ of 43.000 for tod 
Seven principal markets had 77,300 hogs, 
against 638,500 the same day last season. 

More export talk and statistical changes 
favorable to the long side of the market in 
a very general way made a firm market in 
corn, but the trade was unsatisfactorily slow 
and the range of speculative prices narrower 
than it has been for weeks. The action“ 
in the two deliveries traded in was only c.

Frankfort, Ky., Nov. 9.—[Special.}—The 
drought has injured the growing wheat in 
Kentucky to such an extent that the follow- 
ing bulletin, issued today by the State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, will be of interest:

1, as compared to the acreage of 1806, is 90 
per cent. Remarks of correspondents indi- 
cate that the present acreage will be in- 
creased should the season rmit of fall 
plowing during November. Figures on the

| NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


GENERAL DEMORALIZATION IN EAST- 
BOUND FREIGHT RATES. 


Cutting in Vogue from All Mississippi 
River Points Via Chicago—Necessi- 
ty for Joint Trafic Association to 

Quote Fifteen Cents on Corn to Stop 
Diversion to Gulf Ports—Conference 
Committees Recommendation 
Sioux City Line Revival. 


Bast-bound freight rates from Chicago, 
St. Louis, and upper Mississippi River points 
have become completely demoralized. The 
trouble was precipitated by the east-bound 
St. Louis roads which commenced to cut 
the rates on packing-house products a week 
ago. When the Chicago east-bound roads 
found they were getting badly left they 
also commenced to cut rates. Provisions 
and packing-house products are now being 
taken at from 18 to 20 cents a hundred 
pounds from Chicago to New York. The 
war has become so bitter that the Western 
and Southwestern lines have become in- 
volved and cut ra are being quoted from 
all Mississippi River points via Chicago. 

The Presidents of the Joint Traffic assocla- 
tion will meet in New York on Nov. 16 to 
consider the situation. Unless they decide 
upon a general reduction in rates their meet- 
ing will do no earthly good. It will be ut- 
terly impossible to maintain the present 
tariff rates. The existing demoralization is 
altogether due to the fact that business can- 
not be secured at the prohibitive rates now 
in effect. 

The gulf roads are now preparing to take 
the place of the lake lines as soon as naviga- 
tion closes, which will be in two or three 
weeks. The Pittsburg and Gulf makes a 
15 cent rate on grain to Port Arthur and Gal- 
veston from the Missouri River and the Fort 
Scott and Memphis makes a correspondingly 
low rate to New Orleans. The rate on grain 
from the Missouri River to St. Louis and 
other Mississippi River points is 6 cents and 
from the Mississippi River to New York the 
rate is 27% cents a hundred pounds, making 
a through rate from the Missouri River 
both via Chicago and St. Louis of 33% cents, 
against 15 cents to the gulf ports. 

In order to bring the corn, which is to go 
forward during the winter this way it will 
be necessary for the Joint Traffic associa- 
tion to make a rate of 15 cents a hundred 
pounds. They had to do this last year to 
stop the.diversion of the cereal to the gulf 
ports and they will have to do it again this 
year, if they mean to get a fair share of the 


traffic. 


— 


The Conference committee regarding rel- 
ative rates on grain for Southwestern Mis- 
souri River points to gulf and Atlantic 
ports, appointed by the Traffic Managers 
of the Western roads a short time ago, has 
adopted the following recommendation: 

„ Resblved. That, effective Dec. 6, 1897, 
the authorized Western Joint Traffic bu- 
reau proportional rates be applied from 
Southwestern Missouri River points to Chi- 
“cago and Mississippi River on all grain; 
and that no proportional rates from Lower 
Missouri River points to New Orleans and 
Galveston on shipments for export be made 
on wheat 21 cents a 100 pounds and on corn 
18 cents a 100 pounds. 

“ That the question of rates on grain from 
Lower Missouri River points to gulf ports 
and Atlantic ports be referred to the Board 
of Commissioners of the Western Joint 
Traffic bureau for investigation with re- 
spect to ocean rates from the various ports, 
and other features of the question, and a 
recommendation as to what basis, in their 
judgment, should be adopted, if any, in 
place of the figures mentioned above. 

The above report was to have been sub- 
mitted to a general meeting of the associa- 
tion, but, as no such meeting is contem- 
plated in the immediate future and the mat- 
ter is of a pressing nature, Chairman Midg- 
ley has requested the roads to record their 
vote on the proposition without delay. 

— 

The Sioux City, Chicago and Baltimore 
railway, upon the line of which a party of 
surveyors is working in the neighborhood 
of Shelbyville, Mo., is a revival of the Sioux 
City and Baltimore railway that was sur- 
veyed in part in 1892. The citizens of Sioux 
City voted bonds to aid in the construction 
of this road, but they were forfeited by the 
failure of the company to comply with the 
terms. 

Now new blood has been infused into the 
scheme and a liberal subscription has been 
obtained again by those who became inter- 
ested. For six months men have been work- 
ing over the plana and a party of survey- 
ors has gone to work locating the line. It 
is the present intention to bond the com- 
pany for $12,000,000 to complete the line of 
road either to St. Louis or Beardstown, III., 
where connection can be made with the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 

— 

Owing no doubt to the yellow fever epi- 
demic in New Orleans and other gulf points, 
Illinois Central earnings for October were 
not nearly as large as those for the month 
previous. Considering the circumstances, 
however, the company has no reason to 
complain, as there is still an increase in 
earnings of $109,388 over those for the same 
month last year. With the quarantine reg- 
ulations removed the company expects to 
do a larger business this winter than ever 
before.

A report was current in Wall street today 
that the Presidents of the anthracite coal 
railroads have taken under consideration a 
plan to better the condition of the trade. It 
is likely that a restrictive policy may be 
adopted.
